So that Mr. Meyle in demoliſhing that Notion, only demo- 
liſhes a meer Fancy of his own. But that 'twa antient is 
agreed by the beſt Fudges of all Nations : and the Baron 
Spanheim, and Mr. A. Seller, two of the moſt eminently 
learned Men of the laſt Century, thought it ſo conſiderable, 
that they had both begun to write Diſſertations on it, but 
were both prevented finiſhing them by Death.
